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correctional fees approved pursuant to section 356.7, court-appointed attorney fees ordered
pursuant to section 815.9, including the expense of a public defender, er contribution to
a local anticrime organization, or medical assistance program restitution, the court may
require the offender in lieu of that portion of the crime victim compensation program
reimbursement, public agency restitution, court costs including correctional fees approved
pursuant to section 356.7, court-appointed attorney fees ordered pursuant to section 815.9,
including the expense of a public defender, or contribution to a local anticrime organization,
or medical assistance program restitution for which the offender is not reasonably able
to pay, to perform a needed public service for a governmental agency or for a private
nonprofit agency which provides a service to the youth, elderly, or poor of the community.
When community service is ordered, the court shall set a specific number of hours of
service to be performed by the offender which, for payment of court-appointed attorney
fees ordered pursuant to section 815.9, including the expenses of a public defender, shall
be approximately equivalent in value to those costs. The judicial district department of
correctional services shall provide for the assignment of the offender to a public agency or
private nonprofit agency to perform the required service.

CHAPTER 1094
STROKE TRIAGE SYSTEM AND REGISTRY
H.E 2402

AN ACT relating to the development of a plan for a stroke triage system and registry.
Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Section 1. STROKE TRIAGE SYSTEM AND REGISTRY — PLAN. The department of
public health, in cooperation with the Iowa healthcare collaborative as defined in section
135.40, and the American heart association, shall develop a plan to implement a stroke triage
system and registry. In developing the plan, consideration shall be given to inclusion in the
stroke triage system of facilities outside the state that are the closest and most appropriate to
provide stroke care to Iowans residing along the state’s borders. The plan shall be submitted
to the general assembly no later than January 15, 2011.
